LONDON (CP) —The Nazis; 
j have been forced to overhaul 
their intelligence and espionage 
system, disrupted by swift blows 
at German spies and fifth 
columnists in the United States 
and Latin America, according to 
Die Zeitung, free German news- 
paper published ‘in London, 

“The supreme command of 
the German spy system now 
has been transferred to Hitler's 
headquarters from whieh agents’ 
activities will be synchronized 
with military movements,” the 
paper said, in an article review 
ing the Nazi espionage network.

Last year Mr. R. W. Mayhew, M.P., cam 
paigned at Ottawa for the establishment of 
a steel] plant on this coast.
